Each candidate shall file with the Town Clerk prior to obtaining blank nomination papers, a statement containing his name and 
address, and the office for which he intends to be a candidate. Ch. 53, §9A, G.L. 

No candidate for town office shall receive more blank nomination papers than will contain the number of signatures required to 
place his name in nomination, multiplied by five. Ch. 53, §9A, G.L. 

Every nomination paper shall be filed by a responsible person and must contain the written acceptance of the candidate.
